BRIGHT and JOHN R, VICARS as having 
attended t'his meeting.

KENNETK H07/ARD was then a member of the Branch B, Northwest Section of the Communist f 
Party, Los Angeles, and was to attend the closed'sessions of the Los Angeles County -• u 
Communist Party Convention held~thg.t month at Park Manor Hotel. 2200 West 7th Street. / 
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Los Angeles. 

San Francisco T-U, of known reliability, statod that HOWARD had 
transferred to Branch B, NortInvest Section of the Communist Party in 
Los Angeles,- from the Lerner Branch in July, 19 U3. 

Records of San Francisco T-l reflect that HOY/ARD was employed as 

Secretary-Tre asuror-of the-.Building_Ser.yice.Employees .National. .Union,_ 

Local 99, Los Angelos, beginning September, 19U3, and as Business Agent 
for that union from September, 19li2. His previous employment was listed 
as Executive Secretary of the /onerican Guild of Variety Artists, 6331 
Hollywood Blvd., and before that as a Business Agent since 1939 for 
the .Retail Hardware Salesmens Union, Local 215, at 1031 South 
Broadway, Los Angeles.

According to San Francisco T-10, of known reliability, in 
October, 1 9kS> HOWARD accepted employment as an Organizer for 
Agricultural Workers for the Food, Tobacco, .Agricultural, and Allied 
Workers Union of America,, C.I.O. (F.T.A.-C.I.O.) 

San Francisco T-ll, of knovm reliability, stated that KEN H3WARD 
joined the Communist Party in 1935 at Boston, Massachusetts and in 
1938 attended a part-time school for Communist Party branch funcationaries 
in Now York City. T-ll added that H317ARD was a member of the Communist 
Party in Marin County, California as of October,, 19^6. T-ll continued 
that as of March 11, 19k7y the Communist Party was paying KENIETK HOWARD 
$30 per week maintenance.. 

In April, 19^7 San Francisco T-12, of knovm reliability,, advised 
that KEN IDYiARD had been, and still was, working as a Communist. Party 
Organizer in the F.T.A.-C.I.O. He was divorced from his wife, 
in Los Angeles, and was having difficulty because at the time of the 
divorce he was making more money than the Communist Party was paying 
him in 19li7 in San. Francisco. T-12 added that in December, 19 U8 
HOWARD was still enployed by the Communist Party, as an Organizer and 
had been President of the F.T.A. Local at Porterville, California during 
I9h8.

WUSLICH and EDWARD J. HARKABUS speaking at an open Communist Party 
street meeting sponsored by the Y/aterfront Section* 12th District, 
Communist Party* in Seattle. HOWARD spoke against the investigation 
by the Immigration and Naturalization Service of ERNSS^aftNjAOAK©. 

On March 15* 1950 San Francisco T-17* of known reliability, 
advised that KSN.HOWARD changed his residence from Seattle* 'Washington 
to 31 Bulkley* Sausalito* California. . 

On.June 2b, 1950* San Francisco T-18 and T-19, of kngjvn reliability* 
advised that KSN HOWARD was residing with his wife* li'R^fDVWiRD, at 
the home of his sister* CHARLOTT$^wARD* 31 Bulkley* Sausalito, 
California. T-18 and T-19 advised that KSN HOWARD* his wife* HUSH, 
and sister* CHARLOTTE* were m embers of the CommunistJEarby in Marin 
County, California* and that KEN HOWARD* at the time* was. unemployed. 

T-18 stated that on October 20* 1950 a Oommunist Party benefit 
party was held at the residence of KSN and 1&RY HOWARD, who then 
resided at House 590* Marin City, California, According to T-18* the 
funds derived from tills party were to be added to the McCarran Bill 
Fund* 'which fund was intended to help defray expenses- of the first 
Communist tried under this act. T-18 and T-19 advised in March of 
1951 that KEN HOWARD was being considered as Organizer for the Communist 
Party in Marin County, California* and was in frequent contact with 
Communist Party functionaries in Marin County. 

T-18 continued that on July 3, 19.51 KEN .HOWARD attended, a 
meeting of the Civil Rights Congress in Marin City, California* and 
on July iij attended^ a picnic sponsored by the Civil Rights Congress 
at Ross* California. 

The Civil Rights Congress has been cited as a Communist organization 
by the Attorney General. 
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T-18 also stated thai on September lh, 1951 KEN HOWARD- had remarked 
that the Marin County Communist Party planned to initiate a series of 
Marxist classes in Sausalito, California in the no or future. 

On October 12, 1951 San Francisco T-20, of known reliability, 
furnished a circular which invited the Marin County Civil Rights 
Congress to a general membership meeting held October 11, 1951 at

T-15 continued that 
MARX HOWARD, on September 17, 19l»9, was present at a Communist Party 
fund-raising affair held at Seattle, which affair was a benefit for 
various Philippine labor officials who had been arrested by the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service for reported Communist activity. 

On October; 1*, 19h9 MA RY HO WARD v/as observed by SA JOSEPH P. MacFARLAND 
ih attendance at a luncheon sponsored by the Northwest Committee for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born. This organization has been previously 
described. T~l5 added that MARY HO',YARD attended several Communist Party 
meetings in Seattle, and that on January 18, 1950 she held a Communist 
Party meeting at her residence, 712-J 10th Avenue, Apartment U, Seattle, 
Washington. 

T-18, previously described, advised that MARY HOY/ARD, KEN 
HOWARD’S v/ife, was a member of -the Communist Party in Marin County, 
California as of June 2i*, 1950. T-18 continued that- MARY .and KEN 
HOWARD held a Communist Party benefit party at their residence,
